Non-Partisan Ballot Law Void. 


The act of June 2, 1913, containing 
the non-partisan ballot feafuro relative 
to thiid class cities, was declared un- 
constitutional in an opinion 
handed 
down by Judge John Q. Van Swear- 
inger in Uulontown, Pa. 


The judge also declared that the 
provision relative to changing Con- 
nellaville from a borough to a third 
class city is constitutional and direct- 
ad that an election be held this fall 
for city officers. 


The opinion of the court aaid that 
the non-partisan feature was unconsti- 
tutional on the ground that the exer- 
clae of the election franchise is not 
within the purposes by which cities 
may be classified, and that if a spe- 
cial method of nominating and elect- 
ing officers In third class cities may be 
maintained 
under 
the 
constitution, 
then a different method may also be 
uaed In first class cities, a different 
one in boroughs, In townships and in 
the state, which the court said was un- 
constitutional.

Mn and Woman Takt Poison. 


Fearing discovery of their clandes- 
tine love by the woman's husband af- 
ter two weeks of secret meetings, Mrs, 
Hazel Stewart, twenty-eight years old, 
and Leroy Gross, aged twenty-two, di- 
vided six ounces of poison between 
them and then lay down to die in each 
other's arms in Gross' room at the 
home of Earl Pritchard in Indianapo- 
lis, Ind. 


Fumes jof the add awakened Pritch- 
ard and he forcsd an entrance to the 
room, where he found Gross dead and 
Mrs. Stewart unconscious. 
She was 
rushed to a hoelptal, where »he died 
two hours later. 


James Stewart, the husbaHd. knaw 
nothing even of the acquaintanceship 
of the two. ^!Irs Stewart was a beauti* 
ful young woman and had a happy 
married life, It was said by har mother 
aad friends- 


Unless 
some railroad employe or 
labor union is able to obtain a favor- 
able 
iuterprention from the 
public 
service 
commission 
or 
from 
the 
courts of a law passed by the last 
Pennsylvnia 
legislature, 
the 
wives 
and other members of families of rail- 
road ofllclals and employes will lose 
the free passes they have so long en- 
Joyed, after Jan. 1, when the law goes 
into effect, 


Tho knowledge that the act forbids 
the railroads or any other "common 
carrlor." engaged In the transportation 
business for profit, to issue passes to 
the wives, children and other liepchd- 
ents of employes, has not heretofore 
spread to the latter. The information 
Is expected to result In a loud protest 
by the employes, whose families have 
been enjoying the privileges of free 
transportation. 


The railroads of the state have been 
liberal in granting passes to ofUcers 
and employes, their wives, children 
and other relatives wholly dependent 
on them for support and living in the 
same house. Under the new act such 
transportation could be granted by the 
railroad only if it desires to assume 
the risk of prosecution for violation of 
the law and of paying a fine of $500 
for each offense. 


A railroad official said that if the 
section of the act prohibiting the issu- 
ance of passes except to officers and 
employes had become known pending 
consideration of the bill in the legiala- 
turo, there would have been a ''howl 
of protest" by railroad 
men 
from 
every section of the state. He predict- 
ed that the Information will act "like 
a bombshell" when it reaches railroad 
employes. 


There Is a provision of the constitu- 
tion of Pennsylvania, however, which 
has long prohibited tho issuance of 
passes to others than officers and em- 
ployes of transportation 
coin panics. 
Either they have Ignored the con.Hilu- 
tion in this respect, have not had It 
called to their attention, or it has not 
been enforced, for the fact remains 
that passes have been and are still 
IsRUPd to the families, of railroad offi- 
cials and employes. 


WhMo neither tho constitution nor 
the pniilic utilities act regarding pass- 
es states that they shall not be Issued 
to tho families of officers or employes, 
the iogislatlon in both cases specifiec 
that the free transportation shall be 
granted only-to officers and employes. 
Thus tho families and other relatives, 
dependent on the officers or employes 
for a livelihood, are shut off from 
passes under the law. 


There 
are 
150,000 
Pennsylvania 
railroad employes east of Pittsburgh 
who will be unable to obtain passPB 
for wives, children or other depend- 
ents when the act becomes effective. 
Tho Philadelphia & Ueading has 30.000 
employes in the state, and the Balti- 
more & Ohio railroad employes, »um- 
bering about lOi^oo in Pennsylvania.

DIAMONDS BY THE MILLION 


Two of the Principal African Mines 
Produced Oved 2,000.000 Carate 
a Year Each. 


The three principal diamond-produc- 
ing companies of South Africa are the 
De Beers, Premier and .Tagersfonteln. 
The figures of the latter are not avail- 
able. but each of the other companies 
^ o d u c e d more than 2.000.000 carats 
In the last year on record. 


At the Premier mine, which Is an 
open pit, the cost la from $1.60 to $1.80 
a carat. 
At the De Beers' 
mines, 
which are very deep, from long work- 
ing, the cost la more than aix dollars 
a carat. 


The prices correspond 
somewhat. 
The average receipts ot the Premier 
mine are from $4 to $4.50 a carat; 
from this the prices go up to the $14 
to $15 a carat received at Jagersfon- 
teln. 
The latter mine-fields only dia- 
monds of fine quality; the 
Premier 
mine yields also a large quantity of 
low-quality stones, which reduces the 
average value. 


The diamond loses about half Its 
weight in cutting, but 
gains 
from 
four to six times in value. 
The pub- 
lic pays each year about $120,000,000 
for diamonds. 


The African mines 
employ 
5.000 
white men and*.'?0,000 natives. 
The 
latter receive from $8 to $16 a month. 
Each workman represents about 150 
carats found.

John D, Rockefeller, Jr., in one of 
Ijxls practical Sunday school addresses 
in New York, said: 


"There are many secrets o' 
vss. 
but I suppose the true secret u .\ork, 
$t plain work, after all, 
"In my boyhood in Hartford, 1 sat 
one evening over my 
.Shakespeare 
when a 
flgurativ« 
sentence cropped 
vp and puzzled me. 
So I F ' i to my 
tiither, who was reading lu.- newspa- 
per beside the lamp: 


" 'Father, what does this 
mean— 
"There is a tide in the affairs of men 
which, taken at the flood, leads on to 
fortune?" 
What kind of a tide would 
»hat be, frAher?' 


' Tied down to business, son,' nay 
ther replied.^ 


It is a singular fact that, in so dem- 
ocratic and peaceable a country as 
Switzerland, every man is, in a way, a 
soldier. 
At twenty years of age every 
able-bodied Switzer enters the army. 
During his first year .he serves 
65 
days; for the next 12 years he trains 
for three weeks every alternate year. 
At the age of thirty-two he enters the 
Landwehr, in which ho serves from 
eight to ten days under arms, every 
fourth year, until when he is fifty, he 
retires, and is called upon to serve 
no more except in case of war. 


While the Swiss militiaman may bo 
deficient from the military 
standpoint 
of the German and French, he possess- 
es an 
extraordinary 
skill 
with 
the 
rifle. 
The training periods are oc- 
cupied only with drills and tactics; 
the all-important matter of shooting is 
left to the Individual soldier to carry 
cut at other times, and this is accom- 
plished under the auspices of the vari- 
ous shooting societies that are such 
a conspicuous feature of Swiss life. 


These societies are under govern- 
ment control. 
In the German can- 
tons they are called Schutzengesell- 
schaften; in the French cantons Soci- 
étés de Tir. 
They are "voluntary as- 
sociations," varying in size and impor- 
tance with the town or village they 
serve. 
In the larger towns they pos- 
sess well-equipped ranges and 
club 
houses; in the smaller places shooting 
Is had in any field that is backed by 
a suitable hill. 
Each 
peasant 
and 
townsman enjoys easy facilities for 
shooting, and every man has 
alw^ays 
In his possession his -'service rifle." 


Every man between the 
ages 
of 
twenty and thirty-two must 
fire 
32 
shots in four compulsory 
exercises 
every year, and the socielies receive 
a grant of two francs for every sol- 
dier shooting the course 
on 
their 
ranges. 
The income obtained from 
the grants suffices to defray the cur- 
rent expenses of the society. There is 
no entrance fee, as a rule, and no sub- 
scription. 
Any unusual expenditure, 
such as that incurred in the cqnstruc- 
Clon of new ranges, is met by a spe- 
cial appropriation 
from the 
govern- 
ment 


Aside from these exercises there are 
held many competitions between dif- 
ferent towns, villages and 
cantons. 
The whole system of Swiss shooting 
is based upon the complete co-opera- 
tion of the government and the indi- 
vidual. 
Every Switzer has his army 
rifle; he may use it when and where 
he will, always provided he endangers 
no lives. 
He is insured by his gov- 
ernment against all accidents on the 
ranges, and through his society he 
may obtain the services of qualified 
military officers lo organize and con- 
trol his shooting. 
By treating rifle 
shooting as a sport, and in Switzer- 
land it is as popular as baseball is 
with us or cricket with the English, 
the Swiss have removed it from its 
warlike field, but, 
should 
occasion 
arise, that which has been learned in 
sport would be used in earnest 


Found Task Too Tedious. 


Governor Dunne's four pens used 
in signing the suffrage bill suggest an 
unusual form of pen was used when 
the treaty o/ Paris was signed in 1856. 
On March 23 of that year Henry Gre- 
ville notes in his diary: "I heard that 
the Empress Eugenie having expressed 
a wish to possess 'the pen with which 
the plenipotentiaries are to sign peace, 
the emperor ordered that the 
finest 
eagle in the Jardin des Plantes should 
be plucked of its best feather, which, 
being taillee en plume, is to be used 
on this occasion and then handed over 
to her majesty." 
A week later Gre- 
vllle records: "Cavour told us that the 
eagle's feather had been used for the 
signature of one or two copies, mais 
qu' on s'est révolté against employing 
it for all, as in that case they would 
never have got to the end of their la- 
bors."—Chicago News.

GOOD THINGS TO EAT.

CIOVPS 
and cinnamon may be added if Hkod 
E tablespoonful of efich. 
" Raisin Pie—Cover u half cup of rai- 
sins with a cup of wator and soak two 
hours. 
Peat an egg uhJl light, add 
a cup of sugar and tho juics and rind 
of a lemon, a tablespoon of flour and 
a teaspoon of cornstarch. 
Add the 
raisins and bake with two crusts. 


Savory 
Rice and 
Tomatoes—Peel 
and slice six large tomatoes and chop 
two sAveet peppers fine, butter a bak- 
ing dish and put in a layer of toma- 
toes, cover with a half cupful of cock; 
ed rice and chopped peppers, repeat 
with another layer of each, season 
with two tablcspoonfuls of butter, a 
sprinkling of sugar and salt. 
Bake 
covered for^ throe-quarters of an hour 
and uncovered for fifteen minutes. 


Cheese 
Salad—Dissolve 
a 
table- 
spoonful of gelatine in 
four 
table- 
spoonfuls of hot water, add a half 
pound of grated cheese and a pint of 
whipped cream, season with salt and 
paprika to taste. 
Pour into a wet 
mould and allow it to become firm. 
Turn out and cut in slices. Place each 
slice on a crisp piece of lettuce and 
serve with a boiled dressing. 


Date Nut and 
Pineapple 
Salad- 
Chop a cup of dates and three good 
BizeJ apples, add a cup of chopped cel- 
ery. a cup of broken nutmeats. and a 
half pound of 
seeded and 
skinned 
grapes. 
Mix all together and heap 
on a slice of canned pineapple arrang- 
ed on a lettuce leaf. Serve with may- 
onnaise dressing. 


A few marshmallows may be sub- 
stituted for the nutmeats or added 
with them, making a more elaborate 
salad.

Almost anything it is said except 
milk and fiour may be made into a 
salad, yet we would avoid the com- 
bination of foods which do not har- 
monize as we avoid inviting to our 
tables those whom we know are not 
congenial to our friends. 


Carrots, potatoes, turnips and such 
vegetables are cooked before combin- 
ing in a salad. Cut in cubes, or balls. 
Beets are sliced or if small left whole. 


Food value should come first in tho 
making of a salad especially where it 
is to form the main part of a meal, 
like a luncheon."

ready for school. 
If she 
Is 
to 
stay at home this may only mean 
the making of a frock or tAvo, but If 
boarding school Is In order there must 
be more or less of a trousseau. 
For 
the former a definite frock is frequent- 
ly needed, many schools insisting up- 
on a sort of uniform for wear during 
the school hours. 
Mothers should find 
this out to avoid the possibility of

tle to have this done In the stores and 
the luster of the material is not lost 
and much valuable time Is saved to 
the home dressmaker. 


Get a good pattern, being sure to 
choose one that Is girlish in its lines.

Stitching Cuffa and Collar. 
The sleeves are a plain, two-piece, 
coat slecA'e set into the armhole wit;^ 
out fullness. 
Finish the bottom witlv 
a straight, turn-back cuff three inches! 
deep. 
The cuff laps on the outside of 
arm, is stitched on outer edge, and ani 
inch within it and has three buttons» 
set on the line of stitching where the 
cuff laps. 


The edge of the collar Is stitched in 
the same Avay as the coat. 
Though* 
this collar is finished to wear plain, 
the suit Is much more stylish If a 
moire or striped silk facing in self- 
tones or In some 
vivid 
contrasting 
shade is used with It. As the sllic soils 
and Avears none too Avell, hem It on 
by hand Instead of making it a part 
of the collar as is customary. 
In this« 
way it may easily be removed. 
Cut 
the same shape as the 
collar, 
but, 
about half an inch smaller, then turn 
In the edges so the silk line just cov- 
ers the inner line of stitching. 
Hem 
with tiny stitches or join AvIth blind 
stitching. 


The kind of blouse to Avear Avith 
such a suit depends largely upon indi- 
vidual taste. 
Some girls Avear the 
heavier Avhite waists of pique, madras, 
or galatea all winter. 
They should be 
made on severe tailored lines, open Jn 
front under a box plait through which 
the buttonholes are Avorked lengthAvise 
down the center of the plait. 
One can

Six buttons, bone 
or silk covered, are set an Inch and a 
half apart from the bottom of the tuck 
up. 
The bottom of the skirt reaches 
to the ankles or shorter, according to 
the age of your daughter, and Is fin- 
ished AvIth a four-Inch hem, or may be 
faced if material is scarce. 


Cutting the Coat. 


The coat, Avhich reaches about two 
Inches below the hip line, is cut on 
long straight lines, something on the 
old reefer style. 
The back is entirely 
plain, with a strap six inches long and 
an inch and three-quarters wide at the 
Avaist line. 
The ends are pointed and 
finished 
Avith a button in each point. 
The fronts are cut as if for a plain 
double breasted coat fastening on a line 
with the side tuck on the skirt and 
stitched to the same depth. 
The edge 
of the coat Is cut straight for thirteen 
o 
fourteen inches—the length of the 
coat varies someAvhat to make it be- 
coming—then is cut In a shape diag' 
onal to center front at the point of

try, tho Uiwlnian Wanamaker expedi- 
tion of cltizonship to tho North Amer- 
ican Indian is visiting these reserva- 
tions, carrying words of good will and 
oncouragemont to the descendants o£ 
tho warriors who made the white set- 
tlers tight tooth and nail for a foot- 
hold In Xin'th America. 


This expedition, which by the au- 
Un^rlty of tho president left Philadel- 
phia for tho west, Is the result of tho 
inspiration of Rodman Wanamaker o£

President Wilson made it plain that 
unless there was a change in the atti- 
tude of the Huerta government within

l u e president discussed the message 
at the White House with the entire 
membership of the senate foreign rela- 
tions committee and the house foreign 
affairs committee. 


The message 
is couched in 
very 
kind terms, because the president feels 
that the world generally ought to re- 
cognize that the situation in Mexico 
is abnornial. being controlled 
by a 
small group ux n:eu. That clrcumstanca 
the president believes ought not to 
Obscure the real feeling of the United 
States toward Mexicans, which is one 
of generous friendship. The president 
does not wish in any public utterance 
to use words of harshness or hostility. 


That foreign pov/ers generally are 
•xercising their good oiïices in Mex- 
ico City pressing Huerta Jto yield to 
the American proposals now is openly 
admitted 
by administration offîcials 
.When questioned whether such parti- 
cipation by European governments in 
the politics of the western hemisphere 
was considered an infringement upon 
tiie Monroe 'doctrine it was polnled 
out by administration oflloials that the 
United States did not construc an act 
of friendship as impairing at any time 
the Monroe doctrine. 


It was pointed out also that the ac- 
tivities of foreign governments were 
not due to any request by the United 
States for assistance, but that 
this 
government bad derided on a policy of 
keeping the nations of the world gen- 
erally 
informed of the steps 
being 
taken to brins about peace, leaving it 
to the countries of the world to do 
spontaneously what seemed expedient. 


A copy of President Wilson's mes- 
sage will bo delivered to the diplo- 
matic corps in Washington after its 
reading to congress. The document is 
longer than usually has been the case 
with messages from President Wilson. 
V/hen he was asUed to estimate its 
length he laughingly told friends ho 
had written it on a neAV typewriter 
and rould not estimate It, hut it is 
expected to make about 4000 words. 


At the White House it was 
said 
there was nothing pending, so far as 
this government was concerned, that 
might prevent the president from read- 
iof the message.
